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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, filed 10/24/2005, with respect to 35 USC 101 rejections of 
claims 19-24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 101 rejections of 
claims 19-24 has been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/24/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding claims 1, 7, 13, and 19, the slots of Kulas are equivalent to 
data packets — they are bundles of video data with attached control information (the 
location information of the other slots). Further, Inoue discloses video data organized 
into packets (Inoue, column 5, lines 33-36). The rejection fully addresses the "packet' 
limitation of the claims. Both frames being Intra Frames is addressed in Kulas, column 
16, lines 60-61, which discloses that the linked list storage described in Kulas may be 
used in conjunction with only intra-frame compression, i.e., all of the frames would be 
intra-frames. Inoue teaches modifying the header (control) information in a packet; 
Kulas teaches storing storage location information. Modifying the header in the packet 
to contain said storage location information would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art at the time of the invention; the motivation would be to put the requisite storage 
location information in a place in the packet that will not interfere with the payload of 
video data (see rejection of claim 1 in the office action dated 8/24/2005).
